Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant's arguments filed 07 March 2003 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

Regarding applicants arguments that Tsoi do not specifically disclose a display 
device displaying information with regard to the activating function in local association 
with said at least one control element when said function is activated; Tsoi discloses a 
mobile phone with a display displaying information with regard to the function in local 
association with said at least one control element when said function (column 6, lines 
62-65;column 7, lines 1-6 and fig. 7, 9). Owaki discloses when one control element 
activates a second function (see fig. 12a-d and 13a-d). Since both references have a 
display displaying functions the combination of the both reference teaches the 
mentioned features. Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in 
the art at the time of the invention to add the Owaki teachings to the Tsoi apparatus for 
an enhanced support information display. The rejection in record stands.
